Greetings, 

It  has  been  another  interesting  and  busy  year  for  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association.  Our  current 
membership  stands  at  800. 

The  cover  this  year  is  meant  to  convey  something  about  the  feature  article  in  this  issue:  going  forward 
on  the  foundation  of  histoiy.  We  have  tried  to  bring  a focus  onto  some  things  that  are  happening  cur- 
rently in  MGH  nursing  which  I think  will  be  of  interest  to  you  all  - you  who  have  lived  through  so  many 
now  discarded  models  for  patient  care. 

I refer  to  the  Innovation  Units  now  in  place  on  all  clinical  units  in  the  hospital,  and  the  new  role  of 
“Attending  Nurse.”  Both  are  highlighted  in  this  issue.  I was  pleased  to  have  a first-hand  look  at  one  of 
the  units  recently  and  I can  say  this  model  feels  familiar,  positive  and  hopeful;  it  hearkens  back  to  our 
own  beginnings,  the  very  best  of  our  early  education.  Interestingly,  but  not  surprisingly,  two  of  the  key 
positions  on  the  unit,  director  (formerly  called  “nurse  manager,”)  and  attending  nurse,  are  held  by  MGH 
SON  alumnae.  It  is  so  heartening  but  again,  not  surprising,  to  see  MGH  nurses  right  up  front  when  new 
ideas  are  being  tried.  One  moment  which  I wish  I had  photographed  was  four  of  our  alumnae,  from 
1966,  1969,  1979  & 1981,  standing  in  the  hallway  of  a state-of-the-art  ICU,  talking  nursing.  That  pretty 
much  says  it  all. 

History  will  come  into  the  present  with  the  celebration  of  the  life  and  career  of  Linda  Richards  and  the 
installation  of  a new  portrait  of  her  in  the  Trustees  Room  this  Spring.  A former  student  of  hers  wrote  in 
1930,  “The  importance  of  her  work  at  the  Boston  Training  School  (later  called  the  MGH  SON)  cannot 
be  overestimated.  Had  that  school  continued  to  waiver  or  had  she  failed,  the  cause  of  nursing  education 
would  have  received  a set-back  in  its  infancy  from  which  it  would  have  been  slow  in  recovering.”  And 
as  she  herself  said,  “There  is  a very  warm  spot  in  my  heart  for  this,  my  first  school,  which  claims  so 
many  excellent  women  for  its  graduates.”  It  is  very  fitting  that  she  will  have  a home  here  again. 

One  of  the  striking  things  about  our  graduates  is  that  most  have  embraced  and  internalized  the  stand- 
ard of  excellence  and  high  expectations  which  were  hallmarks  of  the  school,  and  have  carried  these  with 
them  through  their  lives.  You  can  see  throughout  the  magazine  that  this  is  true  for  the  earliest  graduates 
right  up  to  the  last. 

A late  addition  to  this  issue  is  the  student  paper  by  Angela  CampoBasso  from  the  IHP.  Her  paper  is 
another  very  hopeful  sign  for  the  future  of  nursing.

There  are  no  prepayment  penalties.  Interest  begins  to  accrue  in  the  second  year  of  repayment.

The  Oral  History  Project  has  continued  to  make  slow  progress.  The  group  conducted  twelve  interviews 
during  the  year,  several  at  Homecoming  again.

The  Nursing  History  Committee  is  a group  comprised  of  interested  individuals  from  Patient  Care 
Services,  the  NAA,  Treadwell  Library,  the  Russell  Museum  and  the  SON  archives  at  HIP.  This  group  is 
currently  meeting  monthly  and  working  on  several  joint  initiatives  and  projects.  One  of  these  has  been  to 
research  and  gather  materials  about  Linda  Richards,  detailed  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  Another  is  to  digitize 
the  entire  run  of  The  Quarterly  Record.  To  that  end  a complete  inventory  of  know  n copies  on  the  MGH 
campus  and  in  local  libraries  has  been  done.  Several  vendors  have  been  identified.  The  index  to  the  maga- 
zine needs  to  be  updated  from  1966  to  the  present,  a major  effort  which  is  untouched  at  present.  The  com- 
mittee continues  to  work  on  the  transfer  of  the  SON  archives  to  the  main  MGH  campus.  Efforts  have  been 
slowed  by  the  museum  directorship  vacancy.  We  are  also  creating  and  extending  connections  with  other 
nursing  history-related  and  archives  organizations,  d his  is  an  ongoing  group  w ith  an  abundance  of  ideas  for 
future  projects. 

SON  Archives.  Another  group  of  alumnae  volunteers  continues  to  categorize  & record  the  material  in  the 
archives  in  Charlestown.  The  project  has  been  ongoing  for  several  years  and  is  now  estimated  to  be  about 
three  quarters  finished.  Hannah  Potter,  hpottery <'mtzhihp.edu  or  781-862-4765,  always  welcomes  new 
volunteers. 

Many  thanks  to  all  who  have  donated  their  memorabilia  from  our  school  years,  and  to  those  who  have 
contributed  their  oral  histories.  Both  collections  are  growing  and  we  continue  to  actively  seek  donations  of 
physical  items  and  memories.

Awards  to  Nursing  Students  at  the  MGHIHP  School  of  Nursing 


Each  year  the  MGHNAA  gives  four  $5000  scholarship  awards  to  students  in  the  MGHIHP  School  of  Nursing. 
Although  the  amount  is  far  less  than  the  cost  of  tuition,  it  is  a help.  Each  of  the  awards  is  named,  with  two  go- 
ing to  students  in  the  MSN  program  and  two  to  students  in  the  Accelerated  BSN  program.  Below  is  a summary 
of  the  criteria  for  each  award,  along  with  some  description  of  its  namesake  and  the  name  of  the  student  who 
received  the  award  in  2012. 


Ruth  Sleeper  Scholarship 

Ruth  Sleeper  was  a distinguished  graduate  of  the  MGH  SON  class  of  1922.  She  was  Director  of  the  MGH 
School  of  Nursing  and  Nursing  Service  and  from  1946  to  1966.  She  worked  diligently  for  the  advancement  of 
nursing  and  early  on  saw  the  need  for  higher  nursing  education.  In  1945  she  helped  facilitate  the  affiliation  of 
Radcliffe  College  with  MGH  School  of  Nursing  that  continued  for  many  years.  Throughout  her  tenure  as  direc- 
tor she  continued  to  encourage  the  e.xpansion  of  nursing  education  and  promoted  nursing  research.  She  was  a 
national  leader,  having  been  the  National  League  for  Nursing's  first  president  and  having  received  the  prestig- 
ious Florence  Nightingale  award.  She  had  a vision  of  nursing  education  being  on  a Master’s  level  at  MGH  and 
actively  advocated  for  this  and  for  all  health  professions.  This  led  directly  to  the  establishment  of  the  IHP.  She 
was  much  loved  in  her  role  as  an  instructor  and  as  director.  She  was  kind,  gentle,  soft  spoken  but  firm.  She  al- 
ways allowed  time  in  her  busy  schedule  as  director  to  teach  classes  and  work  with  students  directly. 

In  her  memory  and  in  honor  of  her  work,  the  scholarship  is  given  to  the  student  w ho  best  exemplifies 
"excellence  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  nursing.”  The  criteria  are  based  first  on  the  academic  record  of  the 
student  and  then  recommendation  of  the  faculty  on  the  ability  of  the  student  to  transfer  that  academic  infor- 
mation to  excellence  in  clinical  practice.  Faculty  must  submit  letters  of  recommendation  on  clinical  practice  to 
the  Alumnae  Association  along  with  affirmation  of  high  standing  in  the  academic  area. 

The  letters  are  requested  to  be  submitted  to  the  Alumnae  no  later  than  a month  prior  to  the  Generalist  Comple- 
tion Ceremony  at  I1^P,  at  which  the  scholarship  is  given.  The  NAA  Board  makes  the  final  determination. 

fhe  recipient  in  March  2013  was  Emily  Skinner. 


Adele  Corkum  Scholarship 

This  Scholarship  honors  the  memory  of  a beloved  graduate  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing,  class  of  1934. 

Her  dedication  to  the  School,  the  hospital,  and  the  Alumnae  Association  was  immeasurable.  From  1934-1940 
she  w as  a head  nurse,  assistant  night  supervisor  from  1940-1942,  and  then  was  appointed  as  supervisor  of  the 
White  Building  surgical  wards  and  instructor  in  surgical  nursing  from  1942-1960.  In  1960  she  became  the  As- 
sistant Director  for  the  Baker  Memorial,  the  role  in  which  she  served  until  her  retirement.  Corky  (as  she  was 
known),  exemplified  the  qualities  of  leadership  and  discipline,  yet  she  was  a strong  advocate  for  her  nursing 
students  and  staff  and  showed  caring  for  all  who  were  in  her  presence.  During  the  years  of  WWII,  sustaining 
extracurricular  activ  ities  was  very  important  for  students  and  with  a shortage  of  senior  nurses  available  on  the 
home-front,  she  volunteered  her  time  and  became  the  advisor  to  the  student  council.  She  had  keen  insight  into 
the  needs  of  the  students  and  remained  a great  favorite  of  theirs.  In  words  said  by  her  minister  at  her  memorial 
serv  ice  in  1986,  “Corky  was  our  friend  and  mentor.  She  was  truly  a mother  to  us  all.  She  animated  our  living 
and  listened  to  our  fears.  She  guided  us,  disciplined  us.  organized  us,  set  high  standards  and  expected  our  best 
efforts.  She  made  lists  for  us.  gave  precious  gifts  to  us,  and  even  named  our  transgressions  for  us.  But,  the  dis- 
cipline was  embroidered  with  compassion;  the  high  standards  gilded  with  great  expectations.  Her  nursing  was 
not  just  a profession,  but  a way  of  life.  She  elicited  from  us  only  what  she  demanded  of  herself  Her  leadership 
was  born  of  love.  Her  power,  strength  and  love  touched  our  lives.”  Corky  died  suddenly  on  Easter  Sunday, 

1 986.  She  was  on  her  way  to  Easter  Services  at  the  Old  West  Church  on  Cambridge  Street.  She  had  a cart  with 
food  for  the  reception,  and  freshly  laundered  vestments  for  the  minister.  Per  usual,  she  was  helping  others. 


In  choosing  the  recipient  for  this  award,  we  look  for  someone  who  embodies  the  qualities  of  Adele  Corkum  - ad- 
mirable, diligent,  extraordinary,  loyal,  energetic,  loving,  caring,  inspiring,  spiritual,  kind,  understanding,  insightful, 
and  always  looking  out  for  others. 

The  recipient  in  March  2013  was  Elizabeth  McCarthy. 


Miriam  “Mini”  Huggard  Scholarship 


Miriam  “Mini”  Huggard,  a 1931  graduate  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing,  spent  her  entire  career  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital.  Following  her  retirement,  she  remained  at  her  beloved  MGH,  volunteering  countless 
hours  in  various  areas  of  her  interests  including  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  (MGHNAA)  where  she 
continued  to  help  the  association  and  its  graduates.  Mini  was  born  and  raised  in  New  Brunswick  Canada  and  en- 
tered the  MGH  Training  School  for  Nurses  in  1928  to  train  as  an  MGH  nurse.  Following  graduation  she  worked 
as  a staff  nurse  in  the  Baker  Memorial  Building  and  soon  thereafter  in  1942,  she  was  appointed  a Nursing  Supervi- 
sor in  the  MGH  Phillips  House  Nursing  Service  and  a part  time  nursing  instructor  in  the  MGH  Staff  Education 
Department.  From  1965  to  her  retirement  in  1976,  Mini  served  as  the  Director  of  the  MGH  Phillips  House  Nurs- 
ing Service  with  distinction.  She  was  continuously  active  with  the  MGHNAA,  serving  in  many  capacities  over  the 
years  both  as  a member  of  the  Board  and  as  a member  of  various  committees.  She  contributed  as  the  Alumnae 
Historian  for  the  association  and  worked  to  keep  the  history  of  the  MGHNAA  alive.  In  addition,  from  1 939  until 
its  closure  in  1980,  Mini  was  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sick  Relief  Fund,  a group  of  MGH  graduates  who  provided  sup- 
port for  MGHNAA  members  who  did  not  have  sick  pay  or  health  insurance.  Once  retired.  Mini  turned  her  full- 
time energies  to  full-time  volunteering.  She  volunteered  in  the  MGH  Flower  Shop  three  days  a week  and  in  the 
MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Office  two  days  a week.  In  1 997  the  MGHNAA  awarded  her  the  Unsung  Hero  Award  for 
her  tireless  dedication  to  the  Alumnae  Association.  She  was  later  awarded  the  Alumnae  Achievement  Award  for 
excellence,  innovation,  and  dedication  to  the  practice  of  nursing  at  the  125''’  Celebration  of  Nursing  Education  at 
the  MGH  in  1998.  Mim  was  a gracious  and  noble  woman  who  embraced  change.  Her  exemplary  core  values 
were  palpable  in  her  daily  work  and  in  her  personal  life.  She  was  a committed  nurse  devoted  to  her  patients  and  a 
nursing  leader  dedicated  to  her  staff.  Throughout  her  career  Mini  exemplified  all  that  embodies  nursing.  As  a 
teacher  and  mentor  she  passed  this  legacy  on  to  countless  numbers  of  MGH  nurses.  In  her  memory  and  in  honor 
of  her  work  and  dedication  to  both  the  MGH  and  the  MGHNAA,  this  $5000  scholarship  is  given  to  a student  in  the 
MGHIHP  School  of  Nursing  Accelerated  BSN  Program  at  the  start  of  their  final  semester. 

Criteria  for  the  Miriam  “Mim”  Huggard  Scholarship  include:  demonstration  of  exemplary  clinical  skills  during 
the  first  three  semesters  of  the  program.  (Faculty  should  give  specific  examples  in  letter  of  reconimendation);  eni- 
bodiment  of  the  core  values  identified  above  that  made  Mim  an  exceptional  nurse,  leader,  and  mentor.  Considera- 
tion for  a student  who  is  working  or  who  has  worked  at  the  MGH  or  in  lieu  of  such,  a student  who  is  placed  at  the 
MGH  in  the  Role  Imniersion/Clinical  Elective  course  in  the  final  semester  of  the  program. 

Faculty  of  the  Accelerated  BSN  Program  should  submit  letters  of  reconimendation  for  students  who  meet  the 
criteria  by  the  end  of  March  to  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association.  Nursing  student  candidates  should  submit 
a clinical  e.xemplar/narrative  describing  a situation  that  best  describes  a meaningful  nursing  experience.  The 
MGHNAA  Board  will  make  a final  decision  and  award  the  scholarship  prior  to  the  start  of  the  final  semester 
( May)  to  assist  with  tuition.

Loyd  Nichols  Staats  Scholarship 

The  Loyd  Nichols  Staats  Scholarship  is  established  under  the  aegis  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Nurs- 
es' Alumnae  Association  (MGHNAA)  Endowed  Fund  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  (MGH)  Institute 
School  of  Nursing.  It  is  a $5000  award  presented  to  a student  in  the  Accelerated  BSN  program  at  the  start  of  the 
tlnal  semester  to  assist  with  tuition  cost. 

This  scholarship  was  founded  by  Mary  Hortense  Staats  a resident  of  Ohio  who  graduated  from  the  MGH  School 
of  Nursing  in  1937.  She  continued  her  education  obtaining  a Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  Education  from  Co- 
lumbia University  and  a Master  of  Health  Education  from  Boston  University  as  well  as  a certificate  from  Simmons 
College  for  Women  in  Public  Health  Nursing.  She  worked  in  Public  Health  Nursing  with  the  Boston  Visiting 
Nursing  Association.  She  was  a school  nurse  and  Health  Department  nurse  in  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  and  in  the 
rehabilitation  program  of  the  Community  Health  Society  of  New  York  City.  In  February  1943,  she  entered  the 
Navy  Nurse  Corps  from  which  she  retired  in  1964.  Her  service  career  included  front  line  duty  in  World  War  II  at 
the  US  Mobile  flospital  ten.  Command  South  Pacific  at  the  Russells,  British  Solomon  Islands  and  the  US  Mobile 
Hospital  Five,  Noumea,  New  Caledonia.  In  retirement  she  lived  on  a farm  showing  and  breeding  Santa  Gertrudis 
beef  cattle.  Her  hobby  was  genealogical  and  historical  research  and  w as  active  in  many  organizations.  Born  in 
1908  the  oldest  of  three  children  hut  the  only  one  to  live  past  the  age  often,  she  died  in  1994  at  the  age  of  86.  Her 
estate  funded  a scholarship  for  nursing  students  to  be  set  up  by  the  MGH  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association  in  memory 
of  her  brother  Loyd  who  died  at  the  age  of  one. 

4 he  faculty  of  the  Accelerated  BSN  Program  shall  nominate  and  select  the  individual  to  receive  this  Scholarship 
annually.

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Innovation  Units  and  the  Attending  Nurse  Role

In  201 2 a major  project  was  launched  on  twelve  inpatient  units  at  the  hospital.  These  were  to  serve  as 
“innovation  units,”  a testing  ground  for  twelve  new  (although  in  some  aspects  one  might  say,  reinvented)  interven- 
tions to  improve  patient  care.  The  initial  responses  were  overwhelmingly  positive.  Now  after  almost  two  years' 
experience  it  looks  very  promising:  the  scheme  has  been  implemented  hospital-wide,  outcome  measures  show  im- 
provement in  every  area  of  concern,  new  interventions  have  been  generated  and  tested,  and  there  has  been  very 
positive  feedback  from  both  patients  and  providers. 

Two  of  us  visited  Blake  12,  one  of  the  original  innovation  units,  for  an  interview  with  their  attending  nurse, 
Donna  Slicis,  SON  '81,  to  learn  more.  The  role  of  “Attending  Nurse”  was  one  of  the  first  interventions  tested 
when  these  units  opened  and  if  observation  counts,  is  one  of  the  key  elements  in  the  success  of  everything  else. 

The  goals  of  the  program  were  straightforward: 

* increase  continuity  of  care 

* increase  caregiver  productivity 

* increase  interdisciplinary  teamwork 

* re-design  the  physical  environment  of  care 

* focus  on  patient  and  family  values 

* increase  time  spent  with  patients 

* focus  on  organizational  goals  and  mission 

The  original  interventions  developed  to  meet  those  goals  included: 
making  “relationship-based  care”  the  standard 
implementing  the  attending  nurse  role 
enhancing  “hand-over”  (transfer)  communication 
enhancing  pre-admission  data  collection 
creating  a Welcome  Packet  for  patients 

ensuring  understanding  of  the  roles  (now  called  “domains  of  practice”)  of  all  disciplines 

implementing  inter-disciplinary  team  rounds 

utilizing  supporting  technology 

earlier  focus  on  discharge  planning 

implementing  discharge  follow-up  phone  call  program 

For  each  intervention  there  is  a large  amount  of  supporting  material  detailing  the  plans  for  implementation, 
follow  up  and  evaluation,  all  of  which  can  be  found  on  the  Patient  Care  Services  website, 
http://w\vw. mghpcs.org/lnnovation_Units/  should  you  want  to  pursue  individual  aspects  in  greater  depth. 

For  purposes  of  this  article  we  w ill  focus  on  the  attending  nurse  role  as  it  has  been  realized  on  Blake  12. 


Blake  12  is  an  18  bed  surgical  ICU  w hich  receives  trauma  patients,  general  surgical  patients  and  some  of  the 


transplant  patients.  Length  of  stay  can  vary  from  one  day  to  weeks,  even  months,  and  most  patients  are  dis- 
charged to  another  facility.  Seventy-seven  staff  nurses  work  in  this  unit,  half  of  whom  w ere  new  graduates 
when  the  unit  opened  in  2012.  By  contrast,  when  1 worked  on  Bultnich  3,  an  18  bed  medical  ICIJ,  in  1967,  two 
nurses  and  two  aides  covered  the  entire  unit  at  night.  Yes,  we  had  cardiac  monitors  and  Bird  respirators  and 
crash  carts  and  peritoneal  dialysis,  hut  medical  students  were  still  sucking  blood  into  capillary  tubes  to  perfomi 
hematocrits  for  their  seniors. 

Today  the  array  of  equipment  and  supplies  within  each  patient  room,  in  the  utility  rooms  and  even  in  the  hall- 
ways, is  simply  stunning,  breathtaking  really.  The  staff  nurse  has  to  know  how  all  of  that  equipment  functions, 
where  to  find  it  and  how  to  apply  it,  not  to  mention  evaluate  its  usefulness  in  any  particular  situation  at  any  giv- 
en moment.  So  the  staff  nurses  on  this  unit  have  to  be  very  focused  on  very  acute  care.

One  of  the  facts  of  life  on  today's  acute  care  units  is  the  way  staffing  is  organized.  Many  nurses  prefer  to 
work  longer  hours  and  fewer  days,  or  have  commitments  that  require  fle.xihle  work  hours  and/or  part-time 
work,  and  the  hospital  has  accommodated  them.  The  patient  may  see  a different  nurse  almost  every  day,  which 
creates  one  of  the  more  obvious  gaps  in  continuity.  1 he  attending  nurse  by  contrast  w orks  7-3:30  Monday 
through  Friday.  She  does  not  carry  a patient  assignment,  does  not  supervise  anyone,  does  not  generally  pro- 
vide physical  care  (though  she  does  assist  when  need  dictates).  She  does  know  all  of  the  patients  on  the  unit  and 
their  families,  knows  the  resources  and  how  to  use  them,  facilitates  and  coordinates  care  on  a daily,  even  hourly 
basis. 

On  Blake  12  the  attending  nurse  is  Donna  Slicis.  Donna’s  background  includes  twenty  years  working  in 
MC'iH  ICUs,  several  academic  degrees  and  an  ANP  certificate.  She  reports  to  the  unit  Director  (formerly  called 
nurse  manager),  in  this  case  Mary  Elizabeth  McAuley,  SON  ‘79.  In  an  article  in  Caring  Headlines  (the  in-house 
magazine  of  Patient  Care  Services)  Donna  describes  her  role  this  way:  "My  job  is  to  pause,  look,  question,  con- 
nect. communicate  and  improve."  Another  attending  nurse  says.  “1  think  of  the  role  as  the  'nucleus'  of  patient 
care  for  the  interdisciplinary  team.”  In  the  same  article  another  attending  nurse  gives  an  e.xample  of  how  she  can 
impact  care:  "1  recently  made  a post-discharge  phone  call  to  Mr.  H and  noted  he  sounded  anxious  because  he 
couldn't  get  a follow-up  appointment  at  the  West  End  Clinic  (an  MGH  outpatient  facility  for  patients  with  sub- 
stance abuse  issues).  It  was  imperative  for  him  to  have  follow-up  care  to  prevent  relapse  of  his  alcoholism.  I 
facilitated  the  call  for  him  and  found  there  had  been  a miscommunication  in  his  trajectory  of  care.  I directed  him 
to  the  right  physician  who  was  able  to  see  him  immediately.”  It  sounds  so  simple  and  yet  it  can  have  a huge 
impact....  but  only  if  someone  actually  does  it,  which  is  why  the  attending  nurse  role  is  designed  as  it  is. 

One  of  the  interventions  that  has  had  very  positive  effects  are  the  daily  interdisciplinary  rounds,  led  by  the 
attending  nurse.  All  disciplines  report  finding  these  very  helpful  in  planning  their  own  care  and  in  keeping 
current  on  patient/family  issues.  Disciplines  present  include  nursing,  physical  therapy,  social  work,  nutrition, 
case  management,  and  others.  Referrals  to  these  services,  except  for  physical  therapy,  can  he  made  by  the  at- 
tending nurse.  Once  a week  these  rounds  include  the  physician,  otherwise  they  are,  as  Donna  says,  "nurse- 
driven.” 

Another  intervention  that  began  with  the  first  units  is  hourly  rounds  on  their  patients  by  staff  nurses.  This 
proactive  approach  makes  care  more  responsive  to  patient  needs,  more  efficient,  and  it  promotes  patient  confi- 
dence. The  fainder  7 neuroscience  unit  has  further  adapted  this  idea  into  something  they  call,  "Take  5,”  which 


involves  spending  five  uninterrupted  minutes  with  their  patients  at  least  once  a day,  not  related  to  a task.  This 
may  sound  elementary  to  us,  who  practiced  the  art  of  nursing  while  giving  the  morning  bath  or  the  evening 
backrub,  but  you  can  see  from  the  pictures  that  the  daily  routine  and  types  of  pressures  on  the  nurse  of  today  are 
worlds  apart  from  those  of  a nurse  40  years  ago. 
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Ad  from  The  Quarterly  Record,  1914  Donna  in  the  equipment  room  100  years  later 

An  in- 

tervention that  Donna  highlighted  for  us  is  the  introduction  of  “quiet  time”  on  the  units,  from  1-3  pm  and  1 1 pm 
to  6 am.  The  lights  go  down  and  patient  travel  and  procedures  are  minimized.  It  promotes  rest  for  patients  and 
for  families  and,  Donna  observes,  it  helps  the  staff  to  keep  their  equilibrium  in  the  demanding  ICU  setting.  Being 
permanently  structured  into  each  day  means  it  can  be  anticipated  by  everyone  and  used  by  each  as  needed.  For 
staff  that  may  mean  recording  notes,  for  the  attending  nurse  it  may  mean  making  discharge  follow'  up  phone  calls, 
for  families  it  may  mean  taking  a break  so  the  patient  can  sleep,  and  so  on. 

One  of  the  supporting  technologies  developed  in  and  for  the  innovation  units  is  the  smart  phone.  All  staff  are 
equipped  with  a combination  cell  phone  and  desktop  web  application,  a device  which  they  chose  after  piloting 
several  different  types.  They  can  send  and  receive  instant  messages  and  also  voice  call  using  the  hospital’s  inter- 
nal network.  They  find  improved  speed  of  communication,  responsiveness,  and  decreased  unit  noise  levels.  As 
of  January,  2014  there  were  976  smart  phones  in  use  at  MGH. 


Several  tools  are  utilized  to  evaluate  outcomes  over  time.  Some  were  developed  or  adapted  specifically  to 

evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  these  new  methods 
and  others  were  already  in  place.  One  is  the  Hos- 
pital Consumer  Assessment  of  Healthcare  Provid- 
ers and  Systems  (HCAHPS),  a telephone  survey 
conducted  periodically  the  hospital.  The  results 
are  published  regularly  in  Caring  Headlines  as  a 
table,  called  a "dashboard,”  and  seen  at  left  from 
the  issue  of  February  6,  2014.  1 his  one  utilizes 
data  collected  through  November,  2013.  The  ac- 
companying paragraph  says  in  part,  “Nursing 
communication  scores  were  the  highest  ever.  Ad- 
vances were  seen  in  Staff  Responsiveness,  Clean- 
liness and  Pain  Management.  There 
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was  a decline  in  Quietness  scores  so  we  need  to  renew  our  focus  on  quiet  times.  Discharge  Information,  Overall 
Rating  and  Likelihood  to  Recommend,  continue  to  be  among  the  highest  in  the  nation." 

Another  set  of  measurements  is  the  Innovation  Unit  Dashboard,  w hich  tracks  such  things  as  Quality  and  Safe- 
ty (such  as  incidence  of  falls  and  hospital-acquired  pressure  ulcers).  Infection  Control,  Length  of  Stay  and  Read- 
missions, Patient  and  Staff  Satisfaction,  Throughput  and  Efficiency  (patient  volume  and  financial  metrics). 

More  details  are  available  at  the  Patient  Care  Services  website. 

In  addition,  attending  nurses  meet  with  each  other  regularly  to  discuss  issues  on  their  units,  to  have  ongoing 
discussions  about  their  roles,  and  to  bring  new  ideas  to  the  group. 

The  social  worker  on  the  unit,  Caitlin  Laidlaw,  LICSW,  has  worked  on  various  inpatient  units  in  her  six  years 
at  MGH  and  on  Blake  12  since  it  opened  two  years  ago.  Although  her  office  is  elsewhere,  she  feels  very  much  a 
part  of  her  unit  and  that  her  role  in  this  setting  is  well-understood.  She  knows  all  of  the  staff  well  and  feels  free 
to  contact  any  of  them  as  needed.  She  points  to  the  attending  nurse  and  daily  interdisciplinary  rounds  as  two  of 
the  key  factors  being  able  to  do  her  job  well,  and  says  she  “w  ouldn't  want  to  work  on  any  other  unit." 

The  innovation  aspect  may  be  not  so  much  about  new  ideas  but  about  how  to  make  good  ideas  work  in  to- 
day's care  environment.  Coordination  of  care,  know  ing  our  patients  and  families,  interdisciplinary  communica- 
tion, discharge  planning,  are  all  things  we  have  heard  before,  man\  times,  and  things  we  have  striven  individual- 
ly to  incorporate  into  our  work.  1 personally  wrestled  with  some  of  these  issues  for  over  thirty-five  years.  But 
here  we  have  a supportive  structure  where  an  idea,  for  instance  the  use  of  business  cards  for  attending  nurses, 
can  be  brought  to  the  table,  discussed,  implemented,  evaluated  and  then  either  added  to  the  routine  if  it  works  or 
discarded  if  it  doesn't.  The  passion  for  and  commitment  to  this  work  is  apparent  in  the  unit  we  observed,  in  the 
people  we  spoke  w ith  and  in  articles  we  read.  We  both  left  feeling  that  nursing  at  MGH  is  moving  in  a good 
direction.

Editor's  note:  Donna  handed  me  these  pages  saying,  “These  are  just  my  thoughts  [about  the  marathon  bombing 
aftermath],  rework  them  or  use  them  however  seems  best.”  What  seems  best  is  to  present  them  as  she  wrote 
them  with  slight  editorial  rearranging. 

As  a member  of  the  last  graduating  class  of  the  MGH  SON  1 have  always  been  MGH  proud.  Currently  1 
work  as  the  attending  registered  nurse  (ARN)  on  Blake  12,  and  1 8 bed  surgical  intensive  care  unit.  On  Patriot’s 
Day  2013  1 witnessed  a combined  strength  that  was  amazing.  Everyone  knew  there  was  work  to  be  done  and 
everyone  worked  hard  to  show  our  patients,  their  families  and  the  world  how  disaster  care  should  be  done.  Yes, 
there  were  a few  hiccoughs  but  overall  the  flow  to  get  the  best  care  to  those  in  need  appeared  seamless.  We 
were  prepared;  those  we  cared  for  found  organized,  compassionate  care  at  MGH. 

We  cared  for  three  victims  of  the  blast.  Each  would  lose  a leg.  d'heir  presence  at  the  bombing  and  the  loss  of 
a limb  were  the  only  things  these  survivors  had  in  common.  Ail  would  have  to  face  a new  reality  but  each 
brought  his/her  life  story,  his/her  individual  coping  skills,  to  that  reality.  Each  had  friends  and  family  also  try- 
ing desperately  to  make  sense  of  the  senseless.  Some  patients  watched  the  news,  others  did  not;  some  critiqued 
the  reporting,  others  critiqued  their  progress  in  healing. 

1 remember  as  a student  at  MGH  my  clinical  instructors  talked  about  how  much  was  learned  caring  for  vic- 
tims of  the  Coconut  Grove  disaster.  It  was  clear  to  me  we  were  all  learning  in  this  situation,  but  we  were  also 
thriving  in  our  shared  commitment  to  excellence  in  caring  for  these  survivors.  The  interdisciplinary  team,  in- 
cluding physical  therapists,  social  workers,  chaplains,  dieticians  and  case  managers  worked  hard  to  plan  seam- 
less transitions  and  eventual  discharge  to  Spaulding  Rehabilitation  Flospital. 

There  were  many  times  throughout  the  experience  of  caring  for  these  patients  that  1 was  inspired  by  the  level 
of  how  much  Boston  cared.  The  ow  ner  of  a cupcake  store  who,  “wanted  to  do  something,”  sent  dozens  of  cup- 
cakes to  our  unit.  Neighbors  who  routinely  brought  their  dogs  to  local  nursing  homes  took  the  day  off  from 
work  and  brought  the  dogs  up  to  our  ICU.  We  all  needed  to  be  cared  for  and  MGH  ensured  that  staff  got  cared 
for,  even  before  we  knew  we  needed  it.  In  the  months  that  followed  we  were  encouraged  to  seek  assistance  and 
continue  to  discuss  the  experiences. 

President  Obama  and  Governor  Patrick  visited  our  floor  and  met  with  patients  and  their  families;  these  were 
inspiring  moments  for  all  of  us. 

We  pride  ourselves  on  our  readiness  to  handle  the  unexpected  and 
indeed  we  proved  ourselves  ready.  1 was  proud  of  Boston  and  of 
MGH.  Our  strength  was  seen  in  our  teamwork  and  our  every  day 
commitment  to  excellence;  even  the  most  novice  of  our  staff  stepped 
up,  and  in  my  view  our  care  far  exceeded  the  expectations  I had  for 
MGH.  Nursing  was  strong  and  yes,  we  were  proud.

When  Time  Stands  Still

Time.  Time  can  go  by  fast  or  slow.  Time  can  be  well  spent  or  wasted.  Time  can  be  meaningful  or  iirelevant. 
Or  time  can  stand  still  completely.  From  the  start,  1 learned  that  this  nursing  program  would  be  fast,  intense,  and 
challenging.  Between  classes,  homework,  reading  on  the  train,  clinical,  skills  lab,  a part-time  job  as  a patient 
care  assistant,  and  still  more  homework,  there  is  no  time  to  do  any  thing  else.  Even  with  the  end  of  the  program 
looming  ahead,  there  is  still  so  much  to  learn  and  not  enough  time. 

When  1 walk  into  the  hospital  for  clinical,  1 like  to  people  watch  and  transition  into  the  experience.  This  par- 
ticular morning  was  like  any  other.  Patients,  doctors,  nurses,  the  regulars  reading  their  newspaper  in  the  lobby. 
Most  with  somewhere  to  be,  others  just  taking  in  the  hustle  and  hustle  of  a new  day.  I did  not  know  what  to  ex- 
pect w hen  1 walked  onto  the  clinical  unit  for  my  first  pediatric  clinical  other  than  the  sound  of  screaming  chil- 
dren and  cranky  teenagers  being  forced  to  wake  up  before  noon.  As  1 rode  the  elevator,  1 was  thinking  about  all 
of  the  tasks  1 would  need  to  accomplish  that  day.  Together,  with  my  nursing  instructor,  I would  have  to  take 
vital  signs,  complete  a head-to-toe  assessment,  assist  my  patients  with  getting  washed  and  dressed,  and  pass 
medications.  I have  become  accustomed  to  carrying  index  cards  with  notes  written  in  every  corner,  making  sure 
that  1 have  a detailed  plan  as  to  how  1 am  going  to  organize  my  tasks  and  document  my  interventions. 

When  1 stepped  onto  the  unit  and  got  my  assignment,  1 heard  my  patient  for  the  day  yelling  at  the  nurses 
through  her  door  before  1 even  saw  her.  She  was  a young  female,  ‘Ellen,’  with  an  extensive  medical  and  surgi- 
cal history.  I e]uickly  walked  past  the  nurse's  station,  which  was  right  outside  her  room,  and  began  reading  her 
chart.  She  was  in  end  stage  renal  disease,  having  rejected  a kidney  transplant  she  received  when  she  was  eight. 

1 remember  staring  at  her  diagnosis  and  thinking  to  myself  "Does  this  really  happen  to  kids?  Why  her?"  1 was 
alread)  filled  with  emotions  and  I hadn't  even  met  her  yet. 

As  1 kept  reading,  1 learned  that  Ellen's  condition  had  recently  deteriorated.  She  had  several  extended  stays  in 
the  hospital  for  sustained  hypertension  and  complications  with  her  renal  status.  In  the  past  six  months,  she  un- 
derwent several  surgeries  to  remove  clots  in  her  fistula.  Her  current  admission  was  for  another  thrombectomy 
with  anticoagulation.  The  medical  team  hoped  that  this  surgery  would  allow  for  the  use  Ellen’s  fistula  during 
dialysis  so  she  could  work  towards  another  kidney  transplant. 

When  I met  Ellen,  1 could  tell  she  was  feisty  and  spunky.  Although  she  was  twenty-years-old,  she  was  devel- 
opmentally  delayed,  especially  behaviorally.  She  loved  attention,  and  in  the  few  minutes  it  took  me  to  take  her 
vital  signs,  she  called  two  nurses  into  her  room  to  talk  to  her.  This  was  the  perfect  patient  to  assign  to  a nursing 
student. 

With  my  plan  for  the  day  safely  tucked  into  my  back  pocket,  Ellen  and  1 started  to  get  to  know  each  other 
while  I was  doing  some  of  the  necessary  nursing  interventions.  She  was  very  knowledgeable  and  up-to-date  on 
her  diagnosis  and  treatment  plan,  and  was  hopeful  things  were  mo\  ing  in  the  right  direction.  All  morning,  she 
could  only  talk  about  being  discharged  and  going  back  to  school.  She  missed  her  friends  and  was  sick  of  being 
in  the  hospital.  1 added  packing  her  belongings  to  my  "to  do"  list  because  she  was  sure  her  lab  results  would 
come  back  at  a good  level. 

I he  medical  team  came  to  do  rounds  early  that  morning  while  we  were  washing  her  hair  and  watching  the 
Maury  show,  her  favorite  morning  television.  When  they  walked  into  her  room,  Ellen  immediately  stopped 
helping  me  with  the  shampoo  and  asked  them  enthusiastically  if  she  was  going  home.  The  attending  calml_\ 


took  her  hand  and  gave  her  the  bad  news  that  her  labs  were  not  where  they  needed  to  be,  and  she  would  he 
spending  another  few  days  in  the  hospital  while  they  adjusted  her  medications.  Ellen  broke  into  tears,  threw  a 
pillow  at  the  doctors,  and  successfully  kicked  everyone  out  of  her  room. 

1 gave  Ellen  a few  minutes  to  be  alone,  partially  so  that  I could  collect  my  thoughts  to  best  be  able  to  handle 
her  emotions.  When  I went  back  into  her  room,  I encouraged  her  to  talk  about  her  feelings  and  use  some  of  her 
coping  techniques  that  she  recently  learned  in  her  psychiatry  sessions.  Her  family  was  not  very  involved  in  her 
care,  and  she  spent  most  of  her  time  in  the  hospital  alone.  Ellen  was  still  visibly  upset,  but  suggested  that  we  get 
off  the  floor  and  go  to  the  cafeteria  for  lunch.  I jumped  at  the  idea  and  immediately  got  a wheelchair  so  that  1 
could  bring  her  downstairs. 

Hospitals  are  always  busy.  The  lobby  was  filled  with  people  coming  in  and  out.  The  cafeteria  was  full  with- 
in five  minutes  of  opening,  and  there  wasn't  a single  seat  for  us.  We  took  a walk  instead,  and  1 pushed  Ellen 
around  in  her  wheelchair  until  we  explored  every  corner  of  the  first  floor.  She  took  me  to  the  gift  shop,  the  train 
station,  through  the  emergency  room,  and  then  back  to  the  cafeteria  for  a cookie.  We  finally  found  a corner  to 
sit  in  and  we  watched  the  snow  begin  to  fall  as  we  nibbled  our  chocolate  chip  cookies,  talking  for  over  an  hour. 

I let  Ellen  vent  about  her  frustrations  and  her  diagnosis.  Just  listening,  because  1 thought  that  was  what  she  need- 
ed most. 

Apparently  1 was  not  the  only  person  listening,  as  another  woman  who  was  sitting  close  by  was  touched  by 
her  story.  “Janelle,”  another  frequent  patient  at  Mass  General  approached  the  two  of  us  and  introduced  herself  to 
Ellen.  Janelle  said  that  she  was  touched  by  Ellen’s  story,  and  presented  her  with  a rosary  as  a symbol  of  her 
strength  and  her  faith.  Janelle  shared  her  own  story  of  her  struggle  with  heart  disease,  and  told  Ellen  that  alt- 
hough she  was  having  a bad  day,  she  had  more  good  things  in  life  than  bad.  Ellen  listened  intently  to  what  she 
had  to  say,  nodding  in  agreement.  Janelle  then  turned  to  me,  smiled,  and  said,  "And  to  our  nurses,  thank  you  for 
being  the  foundation  of  what  keeps  us  healthy  and  living.”  I was  speechless,  but  mustered  a smile  and  thank 
you.  After  Janelle  left,  Ellen  took  my  hand,  thanked  me  for  talking  with  her  and  spending  my  time  to  take  her 
off  the  floor,  and  said  she  was  ready  to  go  back  to  her  room.  This  was  the  first  moment  in  my  very  short  nursing 
career  where  1 realized  the  true  meaning  of  time. 

Time,  and  giving  of  it  freely  to  a patient,  cannot  be  taught  in  the  classroom  or  understood  from  reading  a text- 
book. As  a nursing  student,  I have  been  very  focused  on  the  nursing  “tasks”  that  1 needed  to  accomplish  and  the 
skills  that  1 needed  to  learn.  However,  time  did  stand  still  for  me  upon  realizing  Ellen's  lesson  and  gift.  Nursing 
is  not  only  about  accomplishing  tasks,  mastering  skills,  and  checking  off  the  to-do-list,  but  also  about  connecting 
with  patients  as  people  and  helping  them  cope  physically  and  emotionally  with  the  challenges  that  arise  from 
their  illness.  Understanding  and  compassion  guide  patient  advocacy  and  patient  centered  care.  The  significance 
of  time:  just  listening  and  making  a personal  connection,  will  always  be  a central  focus  in  my  practice  as  a nurse. 
While  I am  not  naive  enough  to  think  that  I will  have  only  one  patient  under  my  care  during  a shift,  or  be  able  to 
leave  the  floor  for  a cookie  break,  I will  from  now  on,  make  spending  quality,  personal  time  with  my  patients  a 
priority  on  my  index  card.

Linda  Richards 


A major  project  is  the  upcoming  celebration  of  the  life  of  Linda  Richards  during  Nurse  Recognition  Week 
in  May.  MGH  Patient  Care  Services  has  organized  this  effort,  part  of  which  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Nursing 
I listory  Committee.  Richards'  pioneering  work  was  recognized  and  greatly  celebrated  during  her  lifetime  and 
for  about  twenty  years  afterwards,  and  then  she  faded  into  history.  Her  work  at  MGH  and  the  pivotal  role  that  it 
played  in  her  future  achievements  was  rediscovered  during  the  research  phase  of  work  on  the  book.  MGH  Nurs- 
ine  at  200.  About  the  same  time  an  effort  was  begun  to  increase  the  diversity  among  the  historical  portraits  and 
artifacts  displayed  around  the  hospital.  The  two  ideas  have  coalesced  into  a plan  to  recognize  and  highlight  her 
contributions  to  MGH  nursing  in  particular,  and  most  especially  to  the  development  of  professional  nursing. 

PCS.  specifically  the  Nursing  Department,  has  commissioned  a portrait  of  Richards,  which  will  be  unveiled  in 
a ceremony  at  the  museum  on  Tuesday,  May  6th  at  I lam.  Speakers  will  include  members  of  MGH  administra- 
tion and  remarks  by  Natasha  McEnroe,  Director  of  the  Florence  Nightingale  Museum  in  London.  The  Nursing 
History  Committee  has  been  researching  aspects  of  Richards'  life  and  career  to  prepare  a display  of  artifacts, 
such  as  her  diploma,  letters  written  throughout  her  career  and  artifacts  from  our  own  archives.  The  committee  is 
also  working  on  some  handouts  to  accompany  the  display. 

Acknow  ledged  as  America's  first  trained  nurse.  Richards  received  her  diploma  from  The  New  England 
Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  in  1873.  She  was  invited  then  to  be  the  superintendent  of  the  new  school 
being  organized  with  MGH  hut  declined,  feeling  she  needed  more  experience.  She  did  assume  that  role  a year 
later  w hen  the  school  was  on  the  brink  of  extinction.  She  set  us  on  a very  firm  foundation  in  her  three  years 
here  and  v\ent  on  to  a remarkable  career  of  organizing  schools  all  over  the  country  and  in  Japan.  The  MGH 
held  a special  place  for  her  throughout  her  life.  It  was  during  her  work  at  the  Boston  Training  School  that  she 
decided  to  specialize  in  organizing  schools  of  nursing.  She  maintained  contact  with  her  colleagues  and  friends 
here  throughout  her  life  and  was  always  invited  to  Homecoming,  attending  when  she  could.  She  was  made  an 
honorary  member  of  the  MGHNAA  at  its  founding  in  1 895.  If  you  are  in  the  area,  be  sure  to  come  and  see  the 
display  during  the  month  of  May. 


Padihershef  Update 

As  planned,  over  the  past  year  “Padi”  has  been  CT  scanned  (in  3D),  x-rayed,  dusted,  vacuumed,  repositioned, 
undergone  facial  reconstruction,  had  details  of  his  past  researched,  and  discussed  in  many  forums,  most  recently 
in  the  Ether  Dome  where  some  of  the  findings  were  presented,  including  Dr.  Paul  Chapman's  (MGH  Neurolo- 
gist) summary  of  his  researches  into  Padi’s  early  history  at  the  MGH,  which  is  reproduced  here.  You  will  note 
late  in  his  paper,  the  very  important  contributions  of  our  own  Helen  Sherwin  to  the  history.  Among  other  inter- 
esting tidbits  was  found  a modern  broom  handle  (partial)  embedded  between  the  skull  and  spine,  presumably 
done  to  stabilize  the  head  in  relation  to  the  spine.  His  kyphosis  was  thought  as  likely  due  to  standing  upright  in  a 
display  case  for  almost  200  years  as  it  was  to  a medical  diagnosis.  His  age  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  about  46 
years.

Notes  on  the  History  of  Padihershef  at  MGH 

Paul  H.  Chapman  M.D. 


Napoleon  Bonaparte  invaded  Egypt  in  1798  and  occupied  it  until  he  was  expelled  by  the  British  in  1801.  In 
addition  to  his  Armee  d'Orient  he  had  taken  w ith  him  another  army  of  military  engineers  schooled  in  architec- 
ture, surveying,  and  drafting  as  well  as  civilian  scientists  and  academics  of  various  disciplines.  Together  they 
documented  ancient  and  modern  Egypt  in  extrordinary  detail.  Their  efforts  were  compiled  in  La  Description  de 
I'Egypte.  This  massive  work  consisted  of  10  folio  volumes  containing  over  3000  engraved  illustrations.  It  was 
published  between  1809  and  1821  and  provided  the  reading  public  with  a dramatic  introduction  to  the  world  of 
ancient  Egypt.  Another  consequence  of  the  French  occupation  was  the  unearthing  of  the  Rosetta  Stone,  a royal 
decree  composed  in  two  fomis  of  ancient  Egyptian  and  the  identical  text  in  Greek.  This  allowed  scholars,  be- 
ginning with  Champollion,  to  successfully  decipher  the  hieroglyphic  texts. 

These  events  evoked  intense  interest  in  all  things  related  to  ancient  Egypt  throughout  Europe  and  the  United 
States  over  the  ensuing  decades,  influencing  fashions  in  art  and  architectural  styles  as  well  creating  an  appetite 
for  artifacts  of  the  ancient  civilization.  Governments  and  institutions  collected  monumental  objects  for  display 
such  as  statues  and  obelisks  while  others  sought  lesser  objects.  A brisk  and  lucrative  international  commerce 
soon  developed,  d)  From  the  outset  mummies  evoked  particular  fascination  with  the  public. 

In  this  historical  context  a remarkable  letter  w as  received  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  newly 
founded  MGH.  (2)  It  was  dated  April  26,  1823  and  offered  an  Egyptian  mummy  to  the  hospital  for  charitable 
fundraising  purposes.  The  gift  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  Dutch  merchant  Jacob  van  Lennep,  chairman  of  the 
commercial  trading  firm  of  Jacob  Van  Lennep  & Company  in  Smyrna  Turkey.  The  letter  w as  composed  by 
Bryant  Tilden,  a prominent  Boston  maritime  merchant  who  was  a business  associate  and  friend  of  van  Lennep. 

It  w as  signed  by  Tilden  and  Robert  Edes,  captain  of  the  merchant  vessel  Sally  Anne  which  had  transported  the 
mummy  from  Smyrna  to  Boston.  There  is  no  record  of  any  preceding  discussions  or  negotiations  between  the 
various  parties  although  we  can  presume  they  took  place  given  the  obvious  effort  and  expense  required  to  ac- 
quire the  mummy  in  Egypt  and  transport  it  to  Boston,  where  it  was  already  in  port  aboard  the  Sally  Anne.  (3) 

Jacob  van  Lennep  was  the  director  of  a Dutch  trading  firm  of  the  same  name  based  in  the  Turkish  mercantile 
citv  of  Smjrna.  He  had  long-standing  business  ties  with  cities  on  the  east  coast  of  the  US  and  in  particular 
Boston  and  had  made  extensive  visits  to  this  city  most  recently  from  1819-1822.  (4) 

Bryant  filden.  a native  of  Boston,  was  a successful  maritime  merchant  whose  expertise  was  as  a 
"supercargo''  - that  is.  someone  responsible  for  overseeing  the  actual  shipping  and  handling  of  seaborne  cargos. 
He  had  long-standing  business  dealings  with  van  Lennep  and  was  also  a close  friend  of  his,  having  visited 
Smyrna  as  a guest  in  the  van  Lennep  household  in  the  past.  (5) 

Van  Lennep  purchased  the  mummy  in  Alexandria  with  the  assistance  of  his  cousin  Mr.  Lee  through  the  Brit- 
ish Consular  office  there.  J'he  mummy  was  actually  acquired  hundreds  of  miles  south  of  Alexandria  at  Luxor. 

It  had  been  found  in  the  e.xtensive  necropolis  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Nile  which  served  as  an  enormous  burial 
ground  for  tw  o thousand  years  and  is  best  know  n for  its  Valley  of  the  Kings. 

Acceptance  of  the  mummy  at  MGH  w as  contingent  on  an  examination  of  it  to  determine  its  authenticity.  (6) 
fhis  was  done  by  John  Collins  Warren,  a prominent  Boston  surgeon  and  a Trustee  of  the  MGH.  Warren 
promptly  published  a remarkably  detailed  description  of  his  findings  with  illustrations  in  The  Boston  Journal  of 
Philosophy  and  the  Arts.  (7)  He  also  included  an  e.xtensive  discussion  of  what  was  at  that  time  considered 
known  about  mummies  and  mummification.  Warren  also  arranged  to  have  several  fine  glass  and  mahogany 
cases  constructed  to  display  the  mummy  and  its  two  coffins  to  best  advantage.  These  were  used  from  that  time 
until  2013.  when  modern  preservation  standards  dictated  remounting  of  the  mummy  and  its  inner  coffin. 

In  order  to  pursue  fund-raising  efforts  the  mummy  was  promptly  put  on  display  at  Doggett's  Repository  of 
the  Arts,  a proprietary  exhibition  hall  on  Market  Street  in  Boston.  For  25  cents  (and  half  that  for  children)  one 
could  view  the  mummy  and  its  coffins.  There  was  great  initial  success.  In  October  1823  the  display  embarked 
on  a waterborne  tour  of  major  eastern  cities  from  Savannah  Georgia  to  Albany  New  York. 


A year  later  in  October  1824  the  mummy  returned  to  MGH.  The  mummy  and  its  inner  coffin  were  installed  in 
the  operating  theatre  later  famously  known  as  the  Ether  Dome.  (8)  It  resided  there  for  the  initial  demonstration 
of  ether  anesthesia  in  1846,  presided  over  by  an  old  friend  Dr.  Warren  who  had  moved  on  to  even  greater 
prominence. 

During  the  1870's  another  prominent  institution  entered  the  picture.  This  was  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in 
Copley  Square,  founded  in  1870  and  opened  to  the  public  in  1876.  Among  its  exhibits  was  a room  of  Egyptian 
artifacts.  In  1885  the  MGH  mummy  and  inner  coffin  were  loaned  to  the  museum.  The  outer  coffin  was  added 
in  1889.  In  1896  everything  but  the  outer  coffin  was  returned  to  MGH. 

In  1910  the  MFA  moved  to  its  present  location  in  the  Fenway.  The  outer  coffin  with  its  mahogany  case  was 
returned  to  MGH  in  1931.  The  trustees  of  the  hospital  initially  offered  it  to  the  Fogg  Museum  which  declined 
later  that  year.  The  following  year  it  was  accepted  on  loan  by  the  Springfield  Museums  Association  and 
installed  in  the  George  W'alter  Vincent  Smith  Art  Museum  there  where  it  resides  to  the  present  time. 

In  Tilden  and  Edes'  original  letter  to  the  hospital  trustees  in  1823  they  had  parenthetically  suggested  that 
“the  learned  may  be  gratified  in  examining  the  cases,  hieroglyphs  etc...”.  There  had  always  been  a great  deal 
of  fascination  with  the  mummy  while  in  was  on  display  in  the  Ether  Dome  but  almost  140  years  passed  before 
it  was  e.xamined  in  a scholarly  manner.  It  had  generally  been  assumed  that  the  mummy  was  male  but  nothing 
else  was  known  about  him  or  his  coffin  and  its  inscriptions.  It  was  the  curiosity  of  Helen  Shervvin.  instructor 
in  the  School  of  Nursing  at  MGH  that  led  to  this  being  addressed.  In  1960  she  wrote  to  Egyptian  Department 
at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  asking  for  any  information  they  might  have  about  the  MGH  mummy.  The  inquiry 
was  ultimately  referred  to  the  eminent  Egyptologist  Dows  Dunham,  Curator  Emeritus  of  the  Department.  He 
promptly  responded  professing  no  knowledge  of  the  mummy  but  offering  to  come  to  the  hospital  to  examine 
it.  Within  weeks  he  had  done  so  and  subsequently  provided  Miss  Sherwin  with  his  conclusions  regarding  the 
coffin  including  a detailed  transcription  and  translation  of  its  inscriptions.  (9)  It  was  only  then  that  we  learned 
his  name,  Padihershef,  as  well  as  those  of  his  parents.  (lO) 

Meanwhile  the  owner  of  the  outer  coffin  at  the  Springfield  Art  Museum  remained  anonymous.  This  was 
rectified  in  the  early  1980’s  when  another  Egyptologist,  Joyce  Haynes,  translated  the  texts,  which  were  similar 
to  those  on  the  inner  coffin  at  MGH.  (11)  Ironically  the  origins  of  the  Springfield  coffin  had  initially  been  lost 
to  posterity  and  the  connection  to  MGH’s  Padihershef  was  not  immediately  made.  This  w as  soon  rectified 
however,  thanks  to  the  sleuthing  of  Charles  and  Irene  Hayward  at  the  Smith  Museum  and  their  son  Jonathan, 
an  employee  at  MGH.  Within  a few  years  Padihershef  and  his  inner  coffin  travelled  to  Springfield  as  the  cen- 
terpiece of  a special  exhibit.  During  that  time  extensive  conservation  work  was  performed  on  the  entire  assem- 
blage for  the  first  time  in  160  years.  Following  the  e.xhibit  Padihershef  returned  to  the  Ether  Dome  where  he 
continues  to  reside  along  with  his  inner  coffin.

More  From  The  Warren  Library 

Last  year  we  recorded  the  closing  of  the  Warren  Library.  In  the  library,  almost  invisible  on  a back  wall 
among  all  the  books,  was  a marble  relief  of  Anna  Lyman  Gray.  Here  is  it's  story. 

Anna  Sophia  Lyman  Mason  Gray  was  the  daughter  of  the  Reverend  Charles  Mason,  rector  of  Grace  Church  in 
Boston,  and  Anna  Huntington  Lyman.  She  married  John  Chipman  Gray,  a founder  of  the  Boston  law  firm  of 
Ropes  and  Gray,  in  1873.  Mrs.  Gray's  connection  to  the  hospital  is  well  described  in  Dr.  Washburn's  history: 
"Mrs.  John  Chipman  Gray,  for  forty-seven  years  a member  of  the  Ladies  Visiting  Committee,  was  especially  in- 
terested in  the  collection  of  books  for  the  needs  of  foreign-born  patients.  Because  of  her  special  service  to  this 
interest,  the  Warren  Library,  in  1928,  gave  the  name  of,  'The  Mrs.  John  Chipman  Gray  Collection  of  Foreign 
Books,'  to  this  important  part  of  its  circulation.  A need  for  foreign  books  was  felt  especially  in  later  years,  and  by 
1914  the  library  contained  books  in  thirteen  languages  or  dialects.  At  this  time  Dr.  Richard  C.  Cabot  gave  a year- 
ly sum  to  be  spent  on  such  books,  and  Mrs.  Gray  left  a legacy  for  their  purchase.  For  this  collection  a memorial 
bookplate  was  designed  by  Mrs.  Richard  P.  Strong,  a member  of  the  Ladies  Visiting  Committee,  and  a bas-relief 
of  Mrs.  Gray  by  Augustus  St.  Gaudens,  given  to  the  hospital  by  her  children,  hangs  in  the  Warren  Library." 

So  that  is  how  the  portrait  came  to  be  in  the  Warren  Library.  Created  by  Augustus  St.  Gaudens,  the  piece  was 
commissioned  by  her  husband  in  about  1902,  executed  at  St.  Gaudens’  studio  in  Cornish  New  Hampshire,  and 
given  to  the  hospital  in  1933.  It  was  carefully  removed  when  the  library  closed  in  late  2012,  thoroughly  cleaned, 
and  reinstalled  in  the  Bulftnch  2 reception  area  in  late  2013.  Stop  by  to  see  it  when  you  are  at  the  hospital.  It  is 
beautiful.

Selected  letters  from  Nursing  School  Alumnae,  1911-1932

As  a librarian  at  Massachusetts  General  Hospital’s  Treadwell  Idbrary,  I've  had  the  pleasure  of  carrying  out  a 
great  deal  of  research  over  the  years  on  myriad  aspects  of  MGH's  history.  From  the  gift  of  Padihershef  (the 
mummy  that  inhabits  the  Ether  Dome)  in  the  early  nineteenth  century,  to  the  weather  on  Ether  Day,  to  Linda 
Richards,  America's  first  trained  nurse.  Supervisor  of  the  MGH  Training  School  for  Nurses  ( 1874-1877),  to 
Boston’s  Cocoanut  Grove  fire  of  1942,  to  the  MGH  career  of  Paula  O'Connor,  MD.  first  African  American 
Chief  Resident  in  Medicine,  in  the  late  twentieth  century  , I’ve  been  given  the  opportunity  to  take  full  ad- 
vantage of  all  the  research  tools,  both  print  and  electronic,  available  to  me.  Those  tools  include  the  Quarterly 
Record,  whose  first  year,  191 1.  is  freely  available  via  Google  Books  (http://books.google.com).  The  succeed- 
ing years  have  not  yet  been  digitized.  Although  I'm  a great  believer  in  serendipitous  discovery,  the  digitiza- 
tion of  the  Quarterly  Record  would  be  a tremendous  aide  (and  timesaver)  for  historians  and  researchers  if  you 
want  to  check  to  see  if  any  Nursing  School  alumnae  ever  worked  in  - for  instance  - Turkey.  Or  to  read  arti- 
cles by  MGH  Nursing  School  alumnae  and  superintendents;  to  see  what  books  were  being  reviewed;  to  dis- 
cover what  was  being  advertised;  to  gather  information  about  the  career  choices  of  early  alumnae;  to  — well, 
the  list  is  long! 

In  the  very  first  paragraph  of  the  very  first  issue  of  the  Quarterly  Record  (March,  1911),  the  editorial  staff 
mention  that  betw  een  1873  and  1911,  some  of  the  school’s  867  graduates  “have  penetrated  the  interior  of 
South  Africa;  other  have  gone  to  Alaska,  Turkey,  England.  Scotland,  Greece,  Te.\as  and  California."  (I’ve 
retained  the  originally  spelling  and  punctuation  in  all  the  quoted  material  from  the  Quarterly  Record.)  In 
that  first  issue,  Alice  K.  Keyes  (nee  Howard,  class  of  1893)  wrote  to  Sara  Parsons  (at  that  time  Superinten- 
dent of  Nurses  at  MGH)  from  Berachah  Mission  Station  in  Zululand  (now  KwaZulu-Natal,  a province  in 
South  Africa.)  She  and  her  husband  were  there  as  missionaries.  Much  of  her  letter  is  concerned  with  her  reli- 
gious work  hut  she  noted,  in  terms  of  nursing,  that  “this  is  fever  country,  and  the  work  is  very  trying.  1 find 
my  hospital  training  to  be  very  useful.  There  is  no  doctor  within  si.\ty  miles  of  us.  We  have  never  had  a doc- 
tor in  South  Africa.” 

In  the  December.  1911  issue,  there  is  a series  of  letters  from  Mina  Gilchrist  (class  of  1907)  from  St.  An- 
thony’s Hospital  (in  the  village  of  St.  Anthony)  in  Newfoundland,  which  at  that  time  was  an  independent 
English  colony.  Margaret  Gleason  (class  of  1 910),  according  to  a Quarterly  News  Item,  was  a nurse 

in  the  vicinity  , too.  There  had  been  virtually  no  health  care  services  in  the  area  prior  to  1893,  until  British 
medical  missionary’s  Wilfred  Grenfell’s  pioneering  work.  Gilchrist  shared  the  care  of  thirty-five  patients 
with  one  other  nurse.  She  wrote,  “There  are  ward  maids  who  are  trained  to  do  much  of  the  work  that  we  have 
been  taught  to  believe  only  a nurse  can  do.”  In  a subsequent  letter  in  that  same  issue,  she  wrote,  “Dr.  Tittle 
has  done  some  splendid  operations.  Two  exophthalmic  goitres  last  week,  both  of  which  are  doing  well.  We 
give  \ er>  little  in  the  way  of  treatment,  but  1 never  saw  patients  do  better.”  Mina  Gilchrist  went  on  to  marry 
a colleague.  Dr.  11.  L.  Paddon,  in  October,  1911. 

A letter  from  Mathilda  Djellal  (alternatively  spelled  Djelal  or  Jelal;  nee  Dervishogolou,  class  of  1907)  was 
excerpted  in  the  December,  1913  issue.  She  wrote  from  Erzerum  (which  she  stated  was  in  Armenia;  it  is  now 
in  Turkey)  on  her  way  to  start  a medical  mission.  She  found  “a  house  of  two  rooms”  and  named  it  the  Ameri- 
can Nursing  Hospital  of  Erzerum.  She  continued.  “We  can’t  receive  more  than  eight  patients  as  we  have  only 
sixteen  sheets  and  ten  pillow  cases,  but  bo.xes  are  coming  in  and  it  will  soon  be  all  right.  When  1 think  of  our 
dear  M.G.IL:  the  linen  rooms;  the  wards;  the  kitchen  and  the  nurses’  buildings  and  all  the  other  conveniences. 
1 do  w ish  some  of  my  friends  might  be  here  for  a day  or  two  and  see  a hospital  w ithout  anything.  I don’t 
have  even  a chair  to  sit  on  [...]  We  heat  water  over  the  fire  as  there  is  no  water  in  the  building.  We  have  no 
lavatory  and  all  waste  has  to  be  taken  outside.”  She  described  conditions  in  the  “little  room  which  we  call  the 


operating  room,  which  was  always  full  of  tlies  and  before  the  operation  it  takes  almost  an  hour  to  kill  them  and 
to  clean  the  room.”  There  were  no  porters  or  orderlies,  so  patients'  friends  “have  to  wait  outside  to  put  the 
patient  to  bed  after  the  operation.”  A 1 925  New  York  newspaper  article  disclosed  that  Mathilda  Jelal  had, 
very  early  in  her  career,  “organized  and  supervised  the  Athens  [Greece]  Maternity  Hospital.” 

Two  decades  later,  Elizabeth  Bullock  Hathaway  (class  of  1918)  wrote  at  length  from  her  nursing  post  at  an 
Indian  reservation  in  Montana,  in  the  December,  1932  issue.  Her  patients  did  not,  for  the  most  part,  speak  Eng- 
lish: they  spoke  Crow.  Hathaway  communicated  w ith  some  of  them  using  sign  language.  At  other  times,  her 
interpreter,  whose  name  was  Frank  He  Does  it,  assisted  her.  Hathaway  wrote  of  making  obstetrical  pads  out  of 
“newspaper  and  celucotton.”  Frank  He  Does  it  highly  approved  of  this  equipment,  and  was  “quite  chagrined” 
to  learn  that  a patient's  husband  had  taken  a fresh  pad  apart  in  order  to  get  his  hands  on  some  reading  material. 
Hathaway  wrote  that  there  were  “three  physicians,  two  field  nurses,  and  a thirty  bed  hospital  staffed  by  three 
nurses  to  minister  to  the  medical  needs  of  about  1900  Crow  Indians.”  The  field  nurses  visited  districts  on  a 
regular  basis,  visited  homes  as  needed,  and  held  dispensaiw  hours  with  a field  physician.  During  the  previous 
school  year,  “the  teachers,  under  the  direction  of  the  nurse,  gave  daily  treatments  to  all  pupils  having  a quies- 
cent trachoma.  Many  tlare-ups  were  thus  prevented  and  the  attendance  improved.”  On  the  subject  of  tradi- 
tional medicine,  she  wrote  that  “many  of  the  old  people  still  use  the  sweat  tepee  and  the  ministrations  of  the 
medicine  man  for  all  their  ills.” 

The  December,  1 932  issue  also  brought  a letter  from  Helen  Ross  Lade  (class  of  1918).  She  wrote  from  St. 
Luke's  International  Medical  Center,  an  American  Episcopal  Church  property  in  Tokyo,  where  she  was  the 
executive  secretary.  “1  came  to  Tokyo  Just  ten  years  ago,”  she  wrote.  “The  small,  seventy-bed  Hospital  to 
which  1 first  came,  was  entirely  destroyed  by  the  great  earthquake  and  fire  of  September  1,  1923.”  Thanks  to 
the  U.S.  Army,  they  were  equipped  with  a tent  hospital;  however,  in  1925,  the  “wooden  barrack  buildings 
which  supplanted  the  tents  were  almost  entirely  wiped  out  by  fire.”  Finally  they  moved  into  a new,  “semi- 
fireproof'  building  with  capacity  for  220  patients.  Other  buildings  were  in  the  works:  a college  of  nursing, 
and  a new  inpatient  department  for  “charity  and  semi-charity  patients.”  Lade  also  included  many  statistics: 
total  staff  numbers;  nationalities  of  the  “17  foreigners”  on  their  staff,  from  Czech  to  Swedish;  and  the  remark 
that  “in  Japan,  physicians  still  do  a great  deal  of  routine  work  which  is  turned  over  to  nurses  in  America.”  She 
made  a specific  point  that  the  hospital  was  open  to  absolutely  anyone  who  needed  care,  and  that  recently,  she 
saw  “babies  of  eight  nationalities  in  the  nursery.  I must  admit  it  makes  difficulties  for  our  dietitians,  one  a 
Japanese,  one  an  American,  at  times!” 

Lade  did  not  allude  to  Linda  Richards  in  her  letter,  but  Richards'  pioneering  work  in  Japan  bears  mention- 
ing in  this  article.  Having  answered  the  appeal  of  an  American  medical  missionary,  she  arrived  in  Japan  in 
early  1 886.  “It  meant  a complete  revolution  in  the  domestic  customs  of  Japan  for  young  women  to  carry  into 
practice  the  professional  work  of  the  trained  nurse”  she  wrote  in  her  Reminiscences.  Years  later,  a Japanese 
physician  looking  hack  at  the  importance  of  her  work  wrote,  “The  nurses  were  taught  to  regard  correct  medi- 
cal information  as  the  proper  basis  for  nursing.  [...]  She  taught  the  nurses  to  cooperate  closely  with  the  doctors 
and  to  be  their  assistants.”  Though  other  physicians  and  nurses  had  come  to  Japan  in  earlier  years  to  train 
students,  it  was  noted  that  Linda  Richards  was  the  first  to  have  given  “full  and  authentic  nurse  training.” 

I've  been  very'  selective  in  the  quotations  I chose  for  this  article.  The  letters  are  highly  reflective  of  their 
time  and  as  such  the  tone  of  some  of  the  early  Quarterly  Record  letters  could  be  at  times  patronizing  or 
demeaning,  even  occasionally  cruel;  but  they  also  provide  us  with  important  first-hand  accounts  of  the 
experiences  of  these  adventurous  nurses.

Nancy  Smith  Kowal,'63,  from  her  oral  history:  “I  had  a sense  of  something  different  at  MGH.  There  was  definitely  a 
fire  in  the  belly  so  to  speak.  They  were  constantly  teaching,  guiding  people,  doing  things  they  didn’t  have  to  in  their 
role,  just  to  make  things  better  for  the  patients’’...  “As  freshmen  students  we  were  sent  out  to  accompany  bodies  to  the 
morgue  after  a plane  crashed  into  Winthrop  Bay.  That’s  when  I knew  it  was  more  serious  than  dressing  up  in  a check- 
ered uniform  with  black  stockings”...  As  a senior  student  in  charge  nights  on  White  6;  “I  had  no  idea  how  frightful  the 
responsibility  we  were  taking  on,  but  1 knew  that  you  were  an  MGH  nurse  and  if  you  didn’t  know  how  to  do  something 
you  asked  a question,  you  never  just  did  it.”  On  getting  jobs:  “I  w alked  into  one  place  with  my  resume  and  they  called 
out,  'Who’s  the  MGH  nurse?’  'I  am,’  I said.  ‘You’re  hired,’  they  said.” 


Annette  Calabro 
Quain,’46  was  told

Muriel  Galt,  class  of  1898,  letter  from  France,  Dec.  5,  1914:  "At  this  moment  I am  specialing  a man  who  was 
trepanned  a couple  of  days  ago.  The  doctor  was  enormously  impressed  w ith  the  fact  that  we  prepared  the  patient 
for  operation  without  any  instructions!  He  himself  has  the  most  weird  ideas  of  surgical  cleanliness.  After  scrub- 
bing up  for  the  operation  he  proceeded  to  take  out  his  instruments  which  were  wrapped  in  newspapers,  laid  them 
in  a little  alcohol,  and  then  stroked  his  moustache  and  started  to  operate!. ..However,  we  two  feel  that  we  are  real- 
ly being  appreciated,  as  no  one  besides  ourselves,  is  allowed  inside  the  room,  & the  doctor  considers  us  his 
'infirmieres  parfaits!!”’ 

Josephine  Drew,  class  of  1889,  from  a 1948  letter:  "One  of  my  Christmas  visitors  was  a woman  who  once  lived 
across  the  street.  When  her  baby  was  6 months  old  he  fell  out  of  his  highchair.  She  brought  him  over.  1 asked  her 
to  undress  him.  1 soon  saw  that  he  had  a fractured  clavicle.  1 put  on  a triangular  bandage. . .My  nephew  took  them 
to  Mercy  Hospital.  The  surgeon  there  said,  "He  has  a broken  collar  bone,  but  who  put  on  this  dandy  bandage?” 
She  replied.  "A  Massachusetts  General  nurse.” 

Donna  Slicis,  class  of  1981 : “As  a member  of  the  last  graduating  class  of  the  MGH  SON  1 have  always  been 
MGH  proud.” 


Celebrating  our  Elders 

Linda  Lass  Orrell.  "61 

Over  the  past  year  we  have  lost  at  least  fourteen  graduates  and  NAA  members  who  were  over  the  age  of  90! 
Two  of  the  oldest  have  been  active  with  the  alumnae  and  with  the  MGH  for  most  of  the  years  since  their  entiy  into 
the  school  of  nursing.  Both  of  them  graduated  before  I was  born  and  1 retired  years  ago!  1 also  had  the  great  good 
fortune  to  know  both  of  these  women,  one  in  a working  relationship  and  the  other  through  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion. 1 know  that  1 have  learned  from  both  of  them  over  the  years  in  many  different  ways. 

Marion  Bates,  class  of  1934,  was  interviewed  for  her  oral  history.  (Portions  of  her  oral  history  are  in  the  2013 
edition  of  the  Record.)  She  entered  the  school  in  1932  and  worked  at  the  hospital  until  her  retirement  in  1978. 

The  last  position  she  held  was  as  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  MGH  Shepard  Gill  School  of  Practical  Nursing. 

She  never  married  and  lived  with  her  sister  in  Milton  until  a few  years  ago  when  she  sold  her  house  and  moved 
with  her  sister  to  the  Hellenic  Rehab  and  Nursing  Home  in  Canton.  She  was  101  (just  a few  months  shy  of  102) 
when  she  died. 

El\  a Sawyer  Proctor,  class  of  1937,  was  not  only  interviewed  for  her  oral  historv'  by  the  NAA  but  over  the  years 
had  numerous  articles  about  her  in  the  local  paper.  The  Patriot  Ledger.  She  was  an  elegant,  stately  lady  always 
looking  fantastic  with  a grace  and  energy  that  showed  her  spirit  and  love  of  life.  She  was  married  after  nursing 
school  and  had  two  children.  She  did  work  in  nursing  and  retired  as  a Director  of  Nurses  before  starting  her  next 
career.  She  was  a volunteer  and  taught  art  at  the  Mt  Pleasant  Home  two  days  a week.  As  an  accomplished  artist 
(watercolorist)  she  exhibited  in  local  studios  and  always  sent  notes  of  thanks  or  greetings  on  note  paper  with  one 
of  her  paintings  on  the  front.  As  she  put  it  "new  challenges  continue  to  be  the  spice  of  life."  She  was  an  annual 
attendant  at  1 lomecoming  each  year  and  over  the  last  few  years  was  accompanied  by  her  daughter,  Jane.  After  a 
brief  hospitalization  following  a fall,  she  stayed  a few  weeks  at  the  Hellenic  Rehab  and  Nursing  Home.  Marion 
Bates  met  her  as  she  arrived  and  they  had  many  great  conversations  while  she  was  there.  This  past  September  she 
was  determined  to  attend  Homecoming  even  though  she  was  not  well.  Her  son,  Richard,  called  to  say  that  she  was 
determined  to  attend  and  as  she  was  on  o.xygen  and  could  not  sit  up  for  long  periods  of  time  he  had  ordered  an  am- 
bulance to  bring  her  to  the  event  and  take  her  home  after.  Two  days  before  Homecoming  w e got  the  call  that  she 
was  deceased  and  at  Homecoming  she  w as  truly  missed  by  those  of  us  who  looked  forward  to  seeing  her  each 
year. 

fhere  is  no  way  to  talk  about  the  life  and  work  of  the  vast  majority  of  those  for  whom  we  get  death  notices, 
which  is  one  reason  why  we  are  try  ing  to  gather  as  many  oral  histories  as  we  can.  The  oral  history  shares  the  ex- 
periences of  a lifetime  and  gives  us  a wonderful  indix  idual  perspective  on  the  history  of  the  school  and  the  hospital 
o\  er  a long  period  of  time.  And  it  leaves  great  richness  for  future  generations  to  explore.

Ann  Henshaw  Gardiner  (1890-1982)  was  given  a 
military  memorial  service  on  October  28,  2012, 
thirty  years  after  her  death  and  94  years  after  serv- 
ing in  France  with  MGH  Base  Hospital  #6  during 
World  War  I.  The  service  was  attended  by  the 
Veterans  Combined  Honor  Guard  and  a military 
medallion  was  attached  to  her  cemetery  marker. 
Gardiner  had  a lifelong  commitment  to  education, 
holding  both  bachelors  ( 1 922)  and  masters  ( 1 927) 
degrees.  She  held  teaching  positions  at  numerous 
hospitals  in  several  states,  was  an  administrator  at 
Stanford  University  School  of  Nursing  (Director  of 
Education),  Flushing  Hospital  (Educational  Direc- 
tor) and  Duke  University  School  of  Nursing,  of 
w hich  she  was  one  of  the  founders.

Kathleen  Armstrong  Braeuninger  passed 
away  September  6,  2013  at  age  97.  Her  obituary 
notes  she  was  born  on  her  father's  potato  farm  in 
Caribou,  ME  and  left  there  on  a minus  forty 
degree  day  in  February,  1935  to  enter  the  MGH 
SON.  Following  graduation  she  spent  her  earli- 
est career  years  working  and  teaching  at  both 
MGH  and  Burbank  Hospitals.  She  joined  the 
Navy  Nurse  Corps  in  1943,  serving  in  Chelsea, 
MA,  Ft.

Alice  grew  up  on  militai7  bases  in  a 
number  of  communities,  perhaps  most  influentially 
the  Panama  Canal  Zone.  She  was  very  proud  to  be 
a MGH  graduate.  Following  nursing  school  she 
attended  Columbia  Teachers  College,  where  she 
received  a bachelor's  degree.  Following  her  mar- 
riage in  1950  she  worked  as  a visiting  nurse  and 
later  taught  at  Boston  College.  She  returned  to 
school  again,  for  a master's  in  public  health  at  Bos- 
ton University,  while  raising  three  children.  Alice 
was  one  of  the  first  nurses  to  advocate  for  enhanc- 
ing benefits  and  working  conditions  for  nurses  and 
testified  in  support  of  collective  bargaining  for 
nurses.  The  family  relocated  to  Amherst,  MA  in 
1 967,  where  Alice  took  a position  at  UMass  teach- 
ing public  health  nursing  and  quickly  became 
known  for  her  vision  that  nurses  should  have  a lib- 
eral arts  education  in  addition  to  professional  train- 
ing. Following  retirement,  Alice  crafted  a second 
life  around  a range  of  activities  including  the 
Learning  In  Retirement  Program  in  Amherst,  an 
interest  in  nursing  history,  community  activities 
including  the  Jewish  Community  of  Amherst,  and 
being  a proud  grandmother.  One  of  her  students 
wrote,  “Alice  was  my  public  health  nursing  profes- 
sor while  an  undergraduate  at  UMass  Amherst. 

She  was  an  outstanding  teacher  and  inspired  me  to 
pursue  a career  in  public  health,  working  as  a pub- 
lic health  nurse  both  here  and  in  the  underdevel- 
oped world  and  teaching  public  health  nursing  (for 
going  on  35  years).  She  also  passed  on  to  me  her 
love  of  nursing  and  public  health  history.”

1 5,  2013.  Following  her  graduation  from  IVIGFI  she 
entered  basic  training  in  the  Army  and  was  assigned 
to  a military  hospital  in  Panama,  where  she  met  her 
husband,  a career  military  officer.
